MISCELLANEOUS TEAM NOTES 


PINK-OUT ON SATURDAY 

In continuing partnership with the American Cancer Society's Making Strides Against Breast 
Cancer and We Got Soccer, the Revolution will host one of two breast cancer awareness 
events this Saturday against Seattle ... more than 600 tickets will be in use that game by a 
trio of groups affected by cancers - Linda's Journey, the Sam Prescott Scholarship Fund and 
Making Strides’ Pacesetters and survivors - creating a substantial “pink” section at Gillette 
Stadium ... the partnership between the Revolution, Making Strides and We Got Soccer aims 
to increase awareness about all cancers, including breast cancer, specifically among young 
adults through special sections and activations at Revolution matches ... for more info, visit 
revolutionsoccer.net 

A QUICK BREAK FROM THE EAST 

Saturday's opponent, Seattle, will be the Revolution's only Western Conference opponent in 
a 15-game stretch that began on May 15 and extends until August 25 ... during the summer 
months, the Revs will play 14 matches against Eastern teams and just one - Saturday's 
match against Seattle - against a Western team ... following Saturday's match against the 
Sounders, the Revs' next match against a team from the West will come on August 29 when 
New England hosts Chivas USA at Gillette Stadium. 

WELCOMING THE WEST 

Overall, the Revs are 4-3-0 against Western Conference teams this year... however, New 
England has been even stronger at home, going 3-0-0 against the West at Gillette Stadium ... 
in the three home wins - against Portland (March 24) Colorado (May 2) and Vancouver (May 
12) - the Revs have outscored their opponents, 7-2. 

FORTRESS FOXBOROUGH GOES FORTH 

The Revolution’s five-game unbeaten streak at Gillette Stadium is on the line on Saturday 
when the team hosts Seattle ... the Revs are 3-0-2 at Gillette Stadium dating back to May 2 
... the last time the Revs failed to earn at least one point at home came against D.C. United 
on April 14, a 2-1 loss ... the D.C. match stands as the lone blemish on the Revs’4-1-2 home 
record this season. 

BOSTON, SEATTLE NOT-SO-CLOSE, BUT IN RESULTS 

The New England Revolution and Seattle Sounders FC have met six times before, but, 
despite the short series history, the teams have a habit of playing tight games ... four of the six 
meetings have resulted in one-goal games, including a pair of Seattle one-goal wins in 2011 
... each team is 2-2-0 in the one-goal games against each other. 

A CHANCE FOR AN UNBEATEN JUNE 

The Revs are 1-0-2 so far in June and enter Saturday's match with a chance go unbeaten 
in June for just the second time in club history ... in 2001, the Revs were also undefeated in 
June, going 1-0-3 in four games ... last season, the Revs went winless in June and finished 
the month 0-3-2. 

LONGEST UNBEATEN STREAK OF 2012 

Following Saturday’s 2-2 draw at Toronto, the Revs are in the midst of a three-game unbeaten 
streak, its longest unbeaten streak in 2012 ... after a June 2 win against Chicago, the Revs 
have played back-to-back draws against Columbus (0-0) on June 16 and Saturday at Toronto 
(2-2)... the last time the Revs had a longer unbeaten streak was late in 2011, when the Revs 
went four games unbeaten (1-0-3) from August 17 through Sept. 10. 

ANOTHER MULTIPLE-GOAL GAME 

Following a scoreless draw against Columbus on June 16, the Revs responded with two goals 
on Saturday, the team's seventh multiple-goal game this year... it was also the Revs’ fifth 
multiple-goal game in its last seven matches ... with seven multiple-goal games in 15 contests 
this year, the Revs are tied for fourth in MLS in number of multiple-goal games ... in 2011, the 
Revolution recorded just 10 multiple-goal games in the 34-game schedule. 

SHALRIE KNOWS HOW TO SILENCE SOUNDERS 

Shalrie Joseph has historically been a threat against Seattle and could provide a spark again 
this weekend after being upgraded to probable on the team’s early-week injury report... the 
Revs’ captain has three goals - including two game-winners - in six career appearances 
against Seattle ... all three of his goals came in 2009 as he paced the Revs to a pair of wins. 

SECOND-HALF FIGHT CLUB 

Chris Tierney’s 94th-minute equalizer at Toronto on Saturday gave the Revs a 2-2 result after 
trailing 2-0 at halftime ... Saturday's match was the first time in 2012 that the Revs came back 
to earn a point after trailing at the half... the Revolution entered Saturday's game at Toronto 
0-4-0 when trailing at halftime, and are now 0-4-1 following Saturday’s result. 

A TALE OF TWO TEAMS 

Any observer can see the Revs are a different team from the one that took the field a year 
ago, and it stems from new head coach Jay Heaps' attacking mantra ... a look at the team 


comparisons from the 2011 squad and the 2012 squad - through 15 games - tells the story a 
team this year that attacks, pushes the game and goes all out:

REVS REMAIN TOP 10 IN GOALS PER GAME 

With two goals on Saturday, the Revs are tied for eighth (with Chicago, Houston and Kansas 
City) in MLS in goals per game (1.33)... after being shut out for the fifth time this season in 
the match against Columbus on June 16, the Revs responded at Toronto to avoid a second 
consecutive shutout... after being blanked in three of the team’s first five matches, New 
England has been shut out just once in its last eight games. 

REVS HIT THE 20-GOAL MARK 

Blake Brettschneider and Chris Tierney scored second-half goals on Saturday marking the 
team’s 19th and 20th goals of the year, respectively... the team’s 20 goals in 15games this 
year marks a significant improvement from 2011's strike rate ... in 2011, the Revs scored their 
20th goal in their 22nd game, which came on July 30, 2011 at Kansas City. 

TEAM SHOTS ON GOAL LEAD EXPANDS 

The Revs put nine shots on target at Toronto and now have an MLS-leading 93 shots on goal, 
increasing their lead over second-place San Jose (90), who has played 16 matches ... the 
Revs took only one shot on goal in the season-opener on March 10, but have recorded at 
least five shots on goal in each of the last 14 matches - including a season-high nine shots on 
goal twice: at LA on March 31 and last Saturday at Toronto. 

NOT A SUB-STANDARD SATURDAY 

All three of Jay Heaps' substitutes on Saturday factored into the scoring line in the Revs’ 
second-half comeback at Toronto ... 63rd-minute substitute Blake Brettschneider scored the 
Revs' first goal in the 71st minute ... Chris Tierney’s 94th-minute equalizer came through a pair 
of assists from substitutes Fernando Cardenas (came on in the 70th minute) to Flo Lechner 
(came on in the 40th minute). 

ROWE BACK IN THE LINEUP 

Kelyn Rowe returned to the starting lineup on Saturday after making three consecutive 
substitute appearances ... Rowe start was his ninth of the season and his first since starting 
on May 5 at Real Salt Lake ... Rowe leads all New England rookies in appearances (12), goals 
(2) and assists (1). 

ROWE NOSE FOR GOAL 

Through 12 appearances this season, rookie Kelyn Rowe has made an attacking impact on 
not only New England, but also MLS ... 15 of Kelyn Rowe’s 21 shots-a league-leading 71.4 
percent - have been on target... the rookie midfielder leads Toronto’s Danny Koevermans 
(70.8 percent) in second place by less than one percentage point, but far out-distances 
Vancouver’s Senastien Le Toux (63.2), who is in third place, by more than eight percentage 
points. 

BRETTSCHNEIDER BAGS ANOTHER 

Blake Brettschneider, who came to the Revs in preseason after being waived by D.C. United, 
scored his second goal for New England on Saturday ... well-positioned on the near post, 
he was perfectly-placed to angle in the rebound a Benny Feilhaber shot from distance that 
Toronto’s Milos Kocic saved ... Brettschneider has scored two goals for the Revolution in 
nine appearances, with both goals coming in road matches ... his two goals doubles his 2011 
rookie-season total for United. 

BRETTSCHNEIDER SCORES TRAVEL DEALS 

Following his goal at Toronto on Saturday, Blake Brettschneider pushed his season goal total 
to two ... both of Brettschneider’s goals this season have come on the road with his other goal 
coming on May 5 at Salt Lake ... on both occasions in 2012, Brettschneider’s goals have also 
been the team’s first goal of the game. 






NEW ENGLAND REVOLUTION VS. SEATTLE SOUNDERS FC 


LEFTSIDE IS LOCKED DOWN 

While several players have played multiple positions so far this season, two positions - left 
midfield and left back - have been locked down by Lee Nguyen and Chris Tierney, respectively 
... since the second game of the season and in all but one contest since then (May 5 against 
Colorado when Nguyen was rested and subbed in later), those two players have played in line 
down the left side ... neither player was among the starters in the season opener at San Jose 
on March 10 (Tierney serving a suspension from the 2011 season finale and Nguyen coming 
on as a sub at withdrawn forward)... in total, Nguyen and Tierney have played 13 games 
together, including the last seven straight. 

HIGH PRAISE FROM THE GUY BEHIND HIM... 

Chris Tierney has seen a lot of Lee Nguyen in front of him this season as the duo has started 
13 games with each other... following the June 2 match against Colorado, Tierney tweeted 
the following of his left-side partner: “played with a lot of wingers over my time in NE but i 
must say @LeeNguyen24 can do things that none of the others can. lets keep rollin kid" - @ 
christierney8 

... AND THE LEFT SIDE BACKS IT UP WITH PASSING SUCCESS 

In the team’s last game, the left side of the Revolution lineup - with Lee Nguyen at left 
wing and Chris Tierney at left back - completed a combined 89.4 percent of their passes ... 
Tierney completed 60-of-68 passes for an 88.2 percent rate, while Nguyen completed 50 of 
his 55 passes (90.8 percent rate)... together, the duo was 110-for-123 in their passing on the 
evening, based off Opta's in-game stats. 

LATE-ARRIVING GOAL HELPS 

Chris Tierney's stoppage-time goal on Saturday also allowed the Revs another first in 2012 ... 
Saturday's match marked the first time New England secured a result with a goal after the 75th 
minute ... the last time the Revs scored a game-tying goal after the 75th minute was July 23, 
2011, when Shalrie Joseph converted a 90th-minute penalty kick at Colorado to help the Revs 
earn a 2-2 draw. 

TIERNEY REACHING NEW HEIGHTS 

Last Saturday in Toronto, Chris Tierney scored his second goal of the season in the 94th 
minute, matching his previous single-season high ... in 2011, Tierney scored two goals in 27 
appearances, a tally he’s matched already this season in just 14 appearances ... with two 
goals, Tierney ranks second on the Revolution, tied with Blake Brettschneider, Lee Nguyen 
and Kelyn Rowe, who also each have two goals ... Tierney also shares the team lead in as¬ 
sists (3) with Shalrie Joseph. 

LEADER ON THE DEFENSIVE SCORING CHARTS 

Chris Tierney, with two goals and three assists, ranks second in scoring among MLS defend¬ 
ers (as classified with the Elias Sports Bureau)... additionally, when ranking the number of 
overall goals a player has factored in, Tierney's five goals factored in is tied for the MLS lead 
with San Jose’s Steven Beitashour (5 assists)... finally, Tierney - who ranks second on the 
Revs in overall scoring - is the highest ranking defender in scoring on any team ... three defed- 
ers are third or tied for third in scoring on their own teams: Kansas City’s Aurelien Collin (the 
top scoring defender with three goals, one assist), Houston’s Andre Hainault (two goals, one 
assist) and Dallas’ Matt Hedges (two goals). 

DIEGO GETS THE START 

Diego Fagundez made his first start of the season on Saturday at Toronto ... Fagundez, 17, 
last started a game in October 2011 ... the start was the fourth-career start, and his first since 
Oct. 15, 2011, a 3-0 loss to Columbus at Gillette Stadium ... coming into the Toronto game, 
Fagundez had made four substitute appearances this year, his last coming on May 19 against 
Houston. 

FLO STEPS IN AND DELIVERS 

After missing nine weeks of action with a broken fifth metatarsal in his left foot, Flo Lechner 
returned to the field with the first team this weekend at Toronto ... Lechner had previous made 
one rehab start with the Revs' reserves on Sunday, June 17, but Saturday’s substitute appear¬ 
ance at Toronto was his first with the senior squad since April 5 when he started at Dallas ... 
Lechner, who replaced Kevin Alston in the 40th minute after Alston picked up a left hamstring 
injury, also earned an assist on Chris Tierney’s 94th-minute equalizer. 

CARDENAS ADDS ANOTHER CAREER-FIRST 

Fernando Cardenas picked up his first career assist on Saturday on Chris Tierney’s 94th- 
minute equalizer at Toronto ... Cardenas, who has 13 appearances on the year, recorded his 
first career goal -- a game-winner - in a start on May 2 against Colorado ... including his start 
against the Rapids, Cardenas has appeared in the last eight games. 

WELCOME BACK, CLYDE 

Clyde Simms returned to the lineup on Saturday at Toronto after missing four games (May 19 
to June 16) with left ankle tendonitis ... Simms started the first 10 matches of the year before 
his recent injury pulled him out of the lineup ... with 10 starts, all coming in the central midfield, 


Simms ranks second on the team in central midfield starts, behind Shalrie Joseph (13), and 
ahead of Benny Feilhaber, who has made five starts in the central midfield this season. 

SOARES/McCARTHY DUO REMAINS STRONG 

On June 23 at Toronto, second-year center backs A.J. Soares and Stephen McCarthy started 
their 12th game paired together... it was also their sixth consecutive start together since May 
12 after McCarthy returned from a one-game respite at Real Salt Lake ... Soares made his 
debut at left back in the season opener at San Jose because of Chris Tierney's suspension, 
but has been the starting center back in each of the last 14 games, 12 of which have been 
starts next to McCarthy... Soares came in to MLS as a central defender out of UC-Berkley, 
but McCarthy was a life-long central midfielder before Jay Heaps transitioned him during 
preseason. 

WILL BACKLINE CONSISTENCY CONTINUE SATURDAY? 

The backline lineup of Chris Tierney (left back), A.J. Soares and Stephen McCarthy (center 
backs) and Kevin Alston (right back) has remained the same in each of the last six games, 
dating back to May 12 against Vancouver... since May 12, the Revs are 3-2-3 overall and the 
defense has posted a 1.38 goals against average as the offense has averaged 1.88 goals per 
game ... however, in spite of the recent success, the Revs’ backline stability could be jeapori- 
dized this weekend as Kevin Alston left Saturday's game at Toronto with a left hamstring injury 
and is listed as out on the early week injury report. 

REIS RACKING UP GAMES PLAYED 

Matt Reis has started all 15 games for the Revs this season and is tied with six other goal¬ 
keepers for the league lead for games played in goal... Reis started 27 games last season 
but missed the final three games of the campaign with an injury before returning to the start¬ 
ing lineup in the season opener March 10 this year. 

FIVE GUYS CONTINUE TO LOG MINUTES 

Of the 23 players who've appeared in a game this season, only three players have played at 
least 90 percent of the minutes ... Matt Reis has played all 1350 minutes this year, starting 
all 15 matches ... A.J. Soares is the only other player who has started all 15 matches ... Chris 
Tierney has made 14 starts ... after Tierney, the Revs player who's play the greatest percent¬ 
age of minutes is Shalrie Joseph (1,170 minute of 1,350, 86.7 percent).

JAY HEAPS FACTS & FIGURES 

Jay Heaps, 35, is the sixth head coach in club history, and is also the second-youngest active 
coach in MLS (behind D.C. United’s Ben Olsen)... Heaps had a nine-year playing career in 
MLS, first with the Miami Fusion beginning in 1999 - when he was drafted second overall in 
the MLS College Draft before earning MLS Rookie of the Year honors that season - through 
June 2001 ... he was traded to his hometown club, New England, in June 2001 where he 
concluded his career before retiring following the 2009 season ... Heaps is second all-time in 
minutes (21,619) appearances (243) and starts (238).

The Revs' standout goalkeeper is widely considered one of the league’s top ‘keepers ... in his 
ninth season as the team’s primary netminder, but missed a large portions of the 2010 and 

2011 seasons while recovering from various surgeries (shoulder, knee, ankle) and injuries ... 
re-signed with the Revolution in the 2011-12 off-season ... holds every New England career 
goalkeeping record, including games played in goal (230), games started in goal (229), min¬ 
utes played in goal (20,622), goals against average (1.33), wins (85), saves (917), shutouts 
(58) and save percentage (.723)... recorded his 1,000th career save in a 1-0 shutout in the 

2012 home opener against Portland on March 24, 2012 and his 100th career win on May 
2, 2012 against Colorado ... became the first goalkeeper in Revolution history to start 150 
matches for the club in the 2009 season opener against San Jose, while he became the sev¬ 
enth goalkeeper in MLS history to record 60 career shutouts with a 0-0 draw against Colorado 
on May 7, 2011 ... recorded his 50th shutout as a member of the Revolution on Aug. 14, 2010, 
with a 1-0 victory over Houston ... established a new club record shutout streak by going 386 
consecutive minutes without allowing a goal from July 4 - Aug. 1, 2009 ... voted to the 2007 
and 2008 MLS All-Star Games as a “First XI" (top vote-getter) selection ... a four-time MLS 
All-Star and a four-time finalist for MLS goalkeeper of the year (2005-08) ... launched the 
Matt Reis Charity Golf Challenge in 2011, raising more than $75,000 in conjunction with the 
Johnny Damon Foundation for Children’s Hospital Boston, Grassroot Soccer and Multiple 
Sclerosis Foundation, with the second-annual event scheduled for Sept. 17. 

2012 REGULAR SEASON: Has started all 15 of the team’s matches this season ... has a 
5-7-3 record and a 1.33 goals against average with three shutouts ... started the season 
opener at San Jose (March 10), allowing one goal... made four saves in the 3-0 loss at 
Kansas City (March 17)... recorded three saves-and MLS career save No. 1,000 - in a 
1-0 shutout win against Portland (March 24)... made three saves in the 3-1 win at LA (March 
31)... made five saves in the 1-0 loss at New York (April 28)... made six saves in the 2-1 win 
- his 100th regular-season win - against Colorado (May 2)... made five saves in the 2-1 loss 
at Real Salt Lake (May 5)... made four saves in the 4-1 win against Vancouver (May 12)...
